Each  year  Centenary 
opens  its  doors  a  bit  early  to 
allow  the  new  students'  time  to 
get  acquainted  and  situated 
before  the  rest  of  the  centenary 
community  floods  in.    This 
year  was  no  different;  about 
thirty  Centenary  students,  un- 
der the  care  of  Lori  Bradshaw, 
Dean  of  Student  Life,  and  Shan- 
non Delaney,  Director  of  Stu- 
dent Involvement,  were  trained 
to  be  Orientation  leaders  and  to 
help  make  the  First-year  Stu- 
dents transition  to  college  a 
little  easier.   All  the  Orientation 
leaders'  hard  work  began  to 
pay  off  when  on  August  17,  2005, 
two-hundred  thirty-five  new 
students  moved  into  the  resi- 
dence halls.

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The  1st  collegiate  fraternity  for  African- American  men  was  founded  on  December  4, 
1906  on  the  campus  of  Cornell  University  in  Ithaca,  New  York.  The  founders  know 
as  "The  Jewels"  are  Henry  A.  Callis,  Charles  H.  Chapman,  Eugene  K.  Jones,  George 
B.  Kelly,  Nathaniel  A.  Murray,  Robert  H.  Ogle,  and  Vertner  W.  Tandy.  Since  its 
founding  in  1906,  approximately  200,000  men  have  been  initiated  into  Alpha  Phi  Alpha 
and  the  Fraternity  had  been  interracial  since  1945. 

The  "PHROZEN  and  Pherocious"  Tau  Beta  Chapter  of  Alpha  Phi  Alpha  was  chartered 
on  February  18,  2006.  The  chapter  is  a  city  wide  chapter  between  the  campuses  of 
Centenary  College  and  Louisiana  State  University-Shreveport.    Tau  Beta  was  the 
only  chapter  to  be  chartered  in  fraternity's  centennial  year,  making  its  founding  a 
historical  event  in  the  fraternity's  history.    The  chapter's  charter  members  are 
Sebastien  Edwards,  Christopher  Lavan,  Stephen  McGee,  Chad  Maclies,  Patrick 
Patterson,  and  Josh  Thibodeaux.    The  chapter's  Alpha  Line  or  1st  Initiates  were 
Darrius  Hills,  Shawn  Richardson,  and  Philip  Williamson. 

It  took  almost  3  years  to  charter  the  chapter  here  in  Shreveport.  There  is  also  an 
Alpha  Alumni  chapter  in  town,  Delta  Upsilon  Lambda,  that  helped  the  young  men 
along  the  way.  "It  took  a  lot  of  hard  work,  long  days,  and  even  longer  nights  to 
establish  such  a  great  organization  as  Alpha  in  this  day  and  time  on  these  2  cam- 
puses but  it  was  worth  every  minute  and  bit  of  energy  spent",  said  Chapter  Presi- 
dent Chris  Lavan. 

Alpha  Phi  Alpha  is  about  service  and  brotherhood.  The  Fraternity's  aims  are 
"Manly  Deeds,  Scholarship,  and  Love  for  all  Mankind.  Some  of  the  service  projects

Centenary  College  of  Louisiana 
has  fielded  an  athletic  team  in  at  least 
one  sport  since  1894,  when  the  foot- 
ball 

team  faced  Louisiana  State  Univer- 
sity. 

Centenary's  football  squad  was  one 
of 

the  best  in  the  South  in  the  first  half 
of 

the  20th  century,  the  high  point  be- 
ing an 

undefeated  10-0  season  in  1927. 
Centenary  produced 
professionals  Conway  Baker,  Buddy 
Parker,  and  Cal  Hubbard.  Hubbard 
is  a 

member  of  three  halls  of  fame:  Pro 
Football  Hall  of  Fame,  College  Foot- 
ball 

Hall  of  Fame,  and  Baseball  Hall  of 
Fame.  However,  the  poor  oil 
economy 

in  the  area  forced  the  discontinuation 
of 
the  football  program  in  1947. 
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The  ladies  soccer  team 
has  been  rebuilding  and 
trying  to  find  their  foot- 
ing in  Mid-Con  competi- 
tion. This  season  pro- 
vided hope  for  the  team 
as  they  showed  flashes  of 
brilliance  in  and  out  of 
the  Mid-Con. 

The  team  finished  with  a 
6-12  record  overall.  Sopho- 
more Ali  Hilsher  was  the 
talk  of  the  town  as  well  as 
Louisiana  as  she  was  named 
first  team  All  Louisiana  by 
the  Louisiana  Sports  Writ- 
ers Association.  Hilsher 
managed  to  break  her  own 
records  all  season  includ- 
ing 19  saves  in  one  game  as 
well  as  saves  over  an  entire 
season.  The  ladies  have  a 
stellar  group  of  players 
signed  for  next  season. 
They  hope  to  combine  the 
new  talent  with  the  experi- 
ence of  their  current  play- 
ers and  the  defense  of  their 
goalkeep  to  make  an  un- 
stoppable force  in  the  Mid- 
Con. 
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Over  the  2005-2006  sea- 
son Centenary  Gymnastics 
became  the  premier  sport 
on  the  Centenary  campus. 
Amassing  the  most  suc- 
cessful season  out  of  any 
program. 

The  team  had  three  all 
Americans  with  Julia 
Cornelius  scoring  9.750  on 
the  beam,  Meredith  Smith 
competing  in  the  vault 
score  of  9.650,  and 
Kristina  Menne  earned 
her  third  consecutive  All- 
America  honor  with  a 
9.725  on  the  floor.  Sopho- 
more Smith  wasn't  done 
though  as  she  earned  a 
9.750  on  the  vault  which 
was  enough  to  finish  first 
and  make  her  the  National 
champion  in  the  event.  The 
Ladies  finished  the  season 
with  an  impressive  record 
of  9-15  admist  tough  com- 
petition. 
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The  Centenary  Ladies  and  Gents 
Swim  Team  had  an  amazing 
season  winning  all  but  four  of 
their  meets.  The  swimmers 
kicked  the  season  of  on  a  high 
note;  they  smashed  Spring  Hill 
College  by  placing  first  in  all  but 
one  of  the  10  events  of  the  meet. 
They  then  sent  their  competitors 
swimming  for  the  hills  at  the 
Hendrix  Classic  and  the  Hendrix 
Relay.  This  couldn't  of  been 
done  with  out  the  help  of  fresh- 
man Taryne  Cantillo,  who  was 
names  Mid-Con  swimmer  of  the 
week  for  breaking  3  school 
records  during  this  meet.  The 
team's  next  major  event  of  the 
season  was  their  performance  at 
the  Mid-Con  Swimming  and 
Diving  Championship,  where 
the  maroon  and  white  were 
breaking  record  left  and  right. 
Seven  of  the  new  records  broken 
were  relay  events,  as  the  Gents 
toppled  old  marks  in  the  200- 
free,  400-free,  and  800-free  re- 
lays. 


The  Ladies  set  new  relay  records  in  the  200-free,  400-free,  800-free,  and  400-medley 
relays.  Individual  records  were  set  too.  Freshman  Chase  Lambert  set  new  solo  marks 
in  the  500-free  and  broke  Centenary  records  in  the  200  free  and  the  200  butterfly.  For 
the  ladies,  records  were  rewritten  by  freshmen  Leslie  Clampitt  and  Taryne  Cantillo, 
who  now  owns  Centenary's  best  times  in  the  200-free.  Both  men  and  women's  swim- 
ming ended  the  Mid-Con  championship  in  5th  place  and  end  one  of  the  strongest 
season's  Centenary  Swimming  has  seen  in  a  while. 
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Making  up  long  distances  is  nothing  new  for  the  ath- 
letes on  the  Men's  and  Women's  Cross  country  teams. 
This  year  both  teams  ran  well  and  showing  the  rest  of  the 
Mid-Con  they  had  heart  throughout  the  year.  The  Gents 
were  led  by  Freshman  Michael  Hay  del  who  finished  first 
out  of  the  Gents  competing  in  every  event  during  the 
year.  He  was  named  to  the  All  Louisiana  Cross  Country 
team  by  the  LSWA  and  gained  the  first  every  Mid-Con 
Athlete  of  the  week  in  the  sport  during  the  year.  His  fe- 
male counterpart  Lori  Von  Pingel  had  the  same  kind  of 
dominating  season.  She  also  placed  ahead  of  all  the  other 
women  runners  for  Centenary  in  every  event.  She  earned 
the  first  women's  Mid-Con  Athlete  of  the  Week  honors 
for  Ladies  Cross  Country.  The  two  look  to  led  Centenary 
Cross  Country  into  the  head  of  the  pack  next  season. 
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The  Centenary  Ladies  Volleyball  team  had  a 
strong  season  in  the  fall  of  2005.  Through  the 
help  of  their  Head  Coach,  Jenny  Hazelwood,  and 
Assistant  Coach,  Teri  Fry  the  ladies  were  able  to 
double  their  number  of  wins  from  the  2004 
season.  This  years  team  was  composed  of  2 
seniors,  1  junior,  4  sophomores  and  6  freshmen, 
this  means  it  was  the  job  of  seniors  Kelly 
Heckman  and  Tracee  Byrd  to  teach  the  new  team 
mates  what  it  means  to  have  determination  and 
drive  on  and  off  the  volleyball  courts.  Despite 
having  such  a  young  team  and  it  being  so  early 
in  the  season  the  ladies  walked  away  from  the 
South  Eastern  Louisiana  Tournament  winning  2 
out  of  4  matches.  The  ladies  went  on  to  play  their 
Mid-Con  match  ever  against  UMKC.  During 
which  the  ladies  came  out  strong  and  one  the 
first  match  30-24  and  were  forced  to  play  a 
decisive  fifth  match  to  determine  the  winner. 
The  2005  season  brought  man  great  honors, 
Freshman  Danielle  Bochat  received  the  Top 
Offensive  Player  award  as  well  as  the  Best  All- 
Around  Player.  She  also  set  a  new  record  for 
kills  in  a  season  with  439,  smashing  the  old  mark 
by  32  kills.  Seniors  Tracee  Byrd  and  Kelley 
Heckman  claimed  the  final  two  honors  with 
Byrd  receiving  the  Leadership  and  Commitment 
Award  and  Heckman  earning  the  Top  Defensive 
Player  trophy
